Belgrade, Servin, June 11.—Speocial
to The News: A military revolution of
large proportions and having fatal re.
sulta to the rnling house broke ont hoere
Iast night,

the leadership of Major Angikovick,
Their first movement jwns to surronnd
the royal palace andfontering, fthey ns-
sassinated the membora of the royal
family and ofMoors and goards,

The killed are:)

King Alexander,

Quecn Draga, !

Queen Draga's sister,

The quesn’s brothor, Nikoden.

Promior Markoviteh,

Minister Potrovitoh,

Ministor Tudorovios,

General Pavlovitch, formerly minister
of war,

Several members of the royal guard.

Prince Karageorgoevitoh was at onoce
proolaimod king by the revolutionists,

The royal family was entirely unpre-
pared for the attack and tho nssassing
had easy work in disposing of the fam-
ily and the officers, finding several of
the viotims asleep in bed.

On the 8rd it was reported that
the Frenoh oook employed at the palace
Sad attempted the life of Queen Dragn
by placing poison in her food. The
ramor wins afterward denied. Now
there is an {mpression that it was an in-
timation of the subsequent plot by
whioh the queen and her husband and
other members of the royal family and
the court have been disposed of.

Belgrade, 8 p. m,,June 11,—Speoial to
The News: The people in this country
are very generally rejoicing over the
fall of the dynasty, The entire royal
family was extremely uanpopular,
There has been no rioting of any sort,

The new king is n descendant of the
old pretender,

The country ssems perfectly satisflod,

The new king is at Geneva.

Bervia, originally a portion of Euro-
pean Turkey, secured its independence
through the aid of Russir in 1878. Pre-
wions to that time the country's history
had been an almost continnons story of
bloodshed, war and brutal tyranny of
Tuorkey, It formed the theater of the
bloody wars betweon Hungary and
Turkey. After seouring its independ-
ance, Bervia was proolaimed s kingdom,
the legislative power being vested partly
in the king, partly in the national as-
sembly, known as the skapschtina, with

eight ministars to assist the king in the
exeroises of execntlve funotions.

On March 6, 1880, King Milan abdi-
oated the throne in favor of his son, the
late King Alexander, then a ohild of 18,
after divorcing his wife, Natalie. In
May, 1801, the queen mother was ex-
pelled from the kingdom as being en.
gaged in intrigues looking to the
establishment of Russian influence,
Until the king became of age the gov-
ernment was carried on in his name by
two regents. At the time of his assas-
sination King Alexander was 27 years
of age,

BY THE KING'S OWN HAND,

Berlin Has it That King Alexander
Shot His Queen and Himself,

Berlin, June 11.—Special to The
News: The Frankfort Zeitung has,
from its Belgrade correspondent, an
inversion of the tragedy in the royal
family of Bervia, Its advices are to the
effect that when the revolting troops
entered the royal bedroom of the palace,
to carry out their murderous intentions,
King Alexander siezed a revolver that
was lying handy, shot Queen Draga aud
then turned the weapon against himself,
with fatal resunlts.

Believed No Damage Resulted from
Visetation.
[Prom Thursday’'s Dally.]

A heavy frost in mid-June might
have been anticipated by some, owin
to the extraordinary conditions of the
weather that have prevailed this spring,
but it was not a welcome gight to enrly
risers this morning to behold vegstation
and walks covered with a heavy white
conting of hoar frost and there waa
some disoourngement on the faces of
those who feared damage to crops.
These fears were unfounded, however,
becnuse little or no damage was done.
Before the sun rose the frost had been
converted into millions of orystal dew
drops that sparkled like dinmonds, and
the change effeoted the removal of the
vonom from the late visitation of the
frost king.

It is probable that only the low places
were visited by the froat. The govern-
meont thermometer of Dr. Salter re-
corded & minimum temperature of 85
degrees. It is kept at his house in
Koenigstein avenune and is an indion-
tion that ground at that elevation was
missed. It is late for a frost, but last
year the record shows that in the west-
ern part of the state there was a frost on
June 21, reaching as far east as Lynch
and one of the market gardeners in the
vioinity of Norfolk stated that there
was a light frost every month in the
year, except one—August—noticable at
his place. Nebraska has a facility, how-
ever, of maturing crops in spite of these
frosts, and there is every prospect that
1008 will go on record as one of the most
productive years since the state was or.
ganized.

A. Loveland, pection director of the
government orop and weather service at
Lincoln for the week ending Monday,
are given :

Autelope—C orn most all planted and
cultivation commenced; some corn
washed out and planting necessary.

Boone—Small grain looks well; grass
and alfalfa exceptionally good; much
corn planted past week, cnltivation
begun.

Boyd—Fine prospect for small grain;
rather cool for corn.

Cedar—Corn planting about finished
and cultivation begun ; small grain and
grass growing well ; fine prospects for
straw berries.

Knox—Corn ocoming up slowly and is
yvellow; everything else looks fine;
strawberries ripening and are excellent,

Madison—8mall grain looks fine;
corn rather yellow and very weedy;
considerable corn yet to plant; sugar
beets nead dry weather.

Form of Young Eddie England
Discovered Accidentally.

LEFT ARM OUT OF THE WATER.

Caught in Underbrush Several Miles
Down Stream —Cattle Turned Away
and Led to the Finding—Frank
Lehman Saw it in the River.

[From Thursday's Dally.)

At about 7 o'clock last evening, be-
tween sundown and dark, the body of
17 yoar old Eddie England, who swam
into his death just south of the city Sun-
day nieht, was accidentally found by
Frank Lebman at his farm three miles
southenst of the city, where the North-
fork and Elkhorn rivers joln. The form
hnd become entangled in underbrush
abont a rod from shore, and the loft arm
stuck gruesomely ont of the water
The remains were shipped to Omaha
at noon today.

Tha body of the boy was looated
through the queer acting of cattle. Mr,
Lehman had just started to deive his herd
neross the stream. He was following
them in a row boat, As the animals
appronched the sonth bank of the river,
they hesitated, halted and turned back,
The peculinr manenver sont the farmer
on ahend, to investigate the trouble,

As the boat moved along toward the
opposite side of the Elkhorn, Mr, Leh.
man noticed the offensive odor and had
nearly reached the shore when he onme
auddenly npon an outstretched human
arm, atanding white and ghastly above
the surface. He was startled for
moment and instioctively drew the
form of an unknown person out of ite
watory grave, to the bank of the stream,
He drove at once to the city, notified
people at South Norfolk and the body
waos brought to the undertuking rooms
of Bession & Bell,

Seventy-two honrs of soaking and
floating in the swift current of the
Kikhorn had placed the featores of
Eddie England beyond all possible
recognition, His face was bloated
terribly, and gases that puffed up the
tissnes made anythiug more than mere
external applications out of the question
for the embalmers,

The boy's father, when he left the
city Tuesday morning, gave instruoo-
tions to send the remains, if they were
found, directly to Omaha, He was tel-
phoned Inst night, told of the discovery
of his drowned son's body and informed
that immediate burial in Norfolk ought
by all means to be made, The father,
however, insisted that the remains be
sent to Omaha and accordingly the
oasket, sesled in a metallic case, was ex-
pressed at noon today. It was a dis-
agreeable thing to do and entirely
against the judgment of the wunder-
takers,

Eddie England came to Norfolk just a
week ago. He was employed in the
depot hotel at South Norfolk. Sunday
evening, in company with two other
boys, he went swimming in the Elk-
horn river, directly south of the city on
Fourth street. In attempting to swim
the swollen stream, he was caught ina
whiripool, sucked under the surface
and drowned. From that moment
until last evening, seventy-two hours
Iater, nothing was seen of the boy's
body. Divers searched about the fatal
poiut in the river, and grappling hooks
were used in vain, His father came
and returned to his home in Omaha,
despairing of a chance at recovery. A
wire catch was placed uuder the First
street bridge, but the form had passed
through too soon.

The current of the stream was espe-
cially strong, and the unclothed body of
the youth was sent along unhindered
for many miles, by river route, down
stream,

It is the first drowning that has oo-
curred in the Elkhorn river at this point
within the memory of residents,

Girl Drowned.

Battle Oreek, June 10,—Special to
The News: Bertha Schroder, the 12.
year-old daughter of Carl Schroder, liv-
ing six miles northwest of Battle Creek,
near the Elkhorn river, has been board-
ing here in town and attending the
Gierman Lutheran school. The teacher,
Prof, Doering, discovered that she had
an unusually large amount of money.
When nsked as to where she secured
it, the girl told so many stories that the
professor threatened to report the matter
to her parents. That frightened the
girl and she ran away from school, went
to her boarding place, took her clothing
and went home. After reaching bome
she was sent to the field with a lunch
{for her father. While there she saw
parties coming to report the matter to
her father, B8be asked permission to go
to the river nearby, where she went
[with her little dog. After reporting
| the matter to Mr. Schroder, the girl's
réturn was waited for. When she did
not come search was made for her. She
and the dog were traced to the water's
| edge, where the dog was found and part
| of the girl's clothing, but she had dis-
| appeared and has not been found yet,

It is supposed she drowned herself. The
river is being dragged for her body, but
'as it 18 very high now there is little
1' hope of finding it.

As
the season advanoces and the harveat
begine in earnest there are prospects of
an jnorensing demand for hilp at put.
ting up the orop,

It i# noticable that as the oountry
grows older, tame grasses are advanc
g on the pastores and mosdows with
an excellent prospeot that, in the oonrse
of thne, they will orowd out the native
varietien, Home farmers have sown the
tamegvarioties and from this are spread-
ing all over the country the seeds which
grow and flourish amazingly, In the
enrly days it was considered that tame
grasses wonld not do well here but time
has proven that the best and most
profitable and permanent pastures are
of blue grass, and timothy, red-top and
olover nre being grown with excellent
results for hay crops, Where the tame
grasses have not got a start weeds seem
to be getting the advantage of native
pastures and meadows and farmers are
finding it profitable to sead these weedy
nores with tame grosses, The tame
pastures and meadows come with the
development of the country and it is
believed that it will be but a few years
until the nativa prairie will be geen in
very limited arens.

age sown last year. An increase of 10
per cent in North Dakota 1s accompan-
fed by a decrease in Minnesota and
South Dakota conservatively estimat.
ed at 6 per cent in the former and &
per cent in the latter., The average
condition of spring wheat on June 1
was 95.9, as compared with 95.4 at the
vorresponding date last year, and a

ten year average of §2.9.

The average condition of winter
wheat on June 1 was $2.2, as com-
pred with 93.6 on May 1, 1903, and a
tén year average of 790.1.

The total reported area In oats ls
about 27,732,000 acres, a reduction of
920,000 acres, or 3.2 per cent from
the area sown last year, The average
condition of oats on June 1 was 856.5,
against 90.6 on June 1, 1902, and a ten
year average of 90.2.

HOW THE HOUSES ARE NUMBERED

The Principle Upon Which the

Streets of Norfolk are Tagged.
[From Thursday's Dally.]

Now that a free delivery system has
begun and strest numbers are essential
portions of the right addresses, many
people are finding trouble to know how
the scheme is arranged and just where
what nnmbers commencs,

On the avennes, which run entirely
east and west, the numbering begins at
First street and goes west. The left
hand side of the street always contains
the odd, the right hand side the even,
numbers. Each block has & new
series in the hondreds. Thus lots be-
tween First pnd Second streets, in an
avenue, will be numbered from 100 on
to the end of the block. Then begin-
ing with Second street, the lots facing
avenues will begin with nomber 200,
not continning the series of the first
block at all.

Streets running north and eouth start
at Norfolk avenune, It is the base of
their nnmbering, Thus First street,
between Norfolk avenue and Madizon
avenue, is South First street, and its
nombers range from 100 npward. The
corner of Madison avenue, in the next
block, begins the new series of 200 and

upward. In the same way the numbers
go along streets north of Norfolk
avenue, which are known as North

First streest, ete.

All lots are now nnmbered and their
us9 is required in the postoftice depart-
ment in addresses. To figure a number,
you may count the lots from the be-
eginning of the block, remembering that
the right side runs 1, 3, b, eto., and the
left 2, 4, 6.
